Proud Sponsors of the NSL Championship series 
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Adelaide United have taken control of the 
Elimination Final tie, after recording their biggest 
win of the season at Hindmarsh Stadium last 
Sunday. In front of a capacity crowd of 16,258, 
Adelaide led 1-0 at the break before scoring twice 
in the second half to win 3-0 and virtually ensure 
their passage through to the Minor Semi Final in 
two weeks’ time. It was a bad night for Brisbane, 
who suffered a triple whammy before and through 
the game. When defender Adam Webber was ruled 
out with illness before the match, then in the 
29th minute, central defender Josh McCloughan 
was forced off with a knee injury and then as if it 
couldn’t get any worse, Young Socceroo defender 
Wayne Heath was sent off with just 20 minutes of 
play remaining. Goals came from former Socceroo 
Carl Veart, then former Australian under-17 
international Fred Agius, who sealed the result with 
a goal in the 67th minute, his first of the season, 
and substitute Michael Brooks, who added another 
in the 92nd minute. 


It was a nervous start by both sides with neither 
side able to exert any real dominance. The first 
chance didn’t come until the 25th minute, when 
Ross Aloisi sent David Terminello clear down the 
right and his cross was headed by Nick Budin to 
around the penalty spot, where Richard Alagich 
fired wide. Four minutes later, Brisbane had their 
best chance of the first half when Warren Moon 
put Joshua Rose into a half-opening, but good 
defending from Michael Valkanis forced Rose to put 
his shot wide. Two minutes later and the opening 
goal came when a corner from the left by Terminello 
found its way to Veart on the 6-yard line. The former 
Socceroo striker and Adelaide City defender helped 
ensure John Kosmina’s 250th NSL match as acoach 
was a happy occasion, netting his 11th goal of the 
season in typical fashion close to goal beating 
Strikers keeper Scott Higgins in the 31st minute. 
,lhe score remained that way till the break. 


With the Adelaide crowd in a boisterous mood 
during and after the break, Brisbane came out 
firing at the start of the second half, putting 
consistent pressure on the Adelaide defence, 
who were able to hold their shape and keep the 
Brisbane forwards from getting shots at goal. 
The match really came to life in the 55th minute 
when Adelaide’s first meaningful attack of the half 


somehow saw them come away with no reward 
despite three successive shots at goal. First Aloisi 
had his shot blocked, then from the rebound 
Veart weaved his way past two defenders before 
cracking a shot at goal. Higgins made a great block 
to save but the ball came out to Aurelio Vidmar, 
who despite being in the open fluffed his shot 
wide. That sparked the game into the life with play 
quickly switching from end-to-end. The turning 
point of the game came in the 62nd minute, when 
Brisbane looked set to score through David Pilic, 
but David Scarsella brilliantly saved his blast from 
15 metres. Five minutes later, young sensation 
Agius scored one of the goals of the season. The 
exciting 20-year-old striker picked up the ball 20 
metres out and unleashed a swerving shot with 
the outside of his left boot across Brisbane keeper 
Higgins and into the corner. If that wasn’t bad 
enough, Brisbane then had Heath sent off after 
he ruled the last man in defence when he brought 
down Veart just outside the penalty box in the 69th 
minute. However Adelaide decided to stick one 
further dagger into Brisbane when Michael Brooks 
brilliantly headed home former Strikers defender 
Richie Alagich’s cross to make it 3-0 and leave the 
Strikers with amonumental task at home this week 
to somehow retrieve the tie. 


Brisbane coach Stuart McLaren said circumstances 
had forced a re-shuffle of his defence, but the 
situation was not hopeless. “We’ve always been 
better at Perry Park. We scored four in a win against 
Parramatta here this season,” he said. “So we are 
capable of scoring anumber of goals. We'll have to 
turn in the best performance of the season to get 
through.” McLaren said losing Webber to illness 
just 12 hours prior to the game had been a blow. 
“We had to virtually sacrifice Peter Grierson and 
Warren Moon, who are good attacking players 
for us normally,” he said. Josh McCloughan had 
a scan on the injury that forced him out of last 
weeks tussle. The results are not known at time 
of editing.
